RAILROADS —Hamlin is located on the main line of the Kansas City, 
Mexico & Orient Railroad, which runs from Kansas City to Port Topolo- 
bampo on the Pacific Ocean. No other railroad on the American Continent 
has so many varied and diversified resources, with such a wealth of opportuni¬ 
ties- as the Orient road, which is the first International trunk line to enter the 
Republic of Mexico from the Rio Grande to the Pacific, and the first to cross 
the Sierra Madre mountains. Hamlin is destined to be the largest city on this 
road in Texas. 


The Texas Central, from Waco to Rotan, running east and west through 
our city, puts us in direct communication with Eastern and Southern markets. 

The Abilene & Southern Railroad, which was completed to this point last 
November, calls for extension North and West. This road connects us with 
the cattle and farming districts of this great territory. 

The Rock Island, from Roswell to Fort Worth, can not miss us- as Hamlin 
is located right in the middle of its path. Hamlin offers every inducement— 
water bonus, right of way, tonnage, distance, grade and location. 


It can readPv be seen that there is some source of wealth of which Hamlin 
is a recipient. A glance will suffice. Our fields for miles and miles are fertile 
and produce cotton, corn, wheat, oats, cane, milo-maize- kaffir corn, and fruits 
of all kinds, while just adjacent to the town is the cement-plaster deposit of the 
American Continent. The 200 ton per day capacity plant was built and put in 
operation in 1909, and since then has been shipping a thousand cars of cement 
plaster per year. A large force of men are employed, and it is but a matter of 
time until the capacity of this plant is doubled and our product will go to all 
points of the compass.
